LONDON, July 19.—(CP)

today said threats of the most severe 
wheat. .ctem. sawfly infestation in 
wesiern Canada’s agricultural his- 
tory have materialized. 

‘’Now no power on earth can pres 
vent the loss of millions of bushels 
of wheat in the praitie provinces,” 
declared Dr. Farstad. He explained 
that eggs laid in stems by sawflies 
have hatched and larvae are feeding 
inside the growth of wheat stands 
in many western Canada areas. 

In some parts of southeastern 
Saskatchewan, heavy rains in the 
late spring had prevented severe 
outbreaks 

Dr. Farstad said the area infest- 
ed extends from the foothills of the 
Rockies to Brandon, Man. with a 
tendency toward lighter infestations 
in southeastern Saskatchewan and 
Manitoba, and from the United 
States-Canada boundary northward 
into the tree belt.

Industry Must 
Be Mobilized 
Says C.C.F. Head 


SdyS\. July 19—(CP)— 
Lieut. T. C. Douglas, member of 
parliament for Weyburn and 
President of the Saskatchewan 
section of the Co-Operative Com- 
monwealth Federation, declared in 
an address here last night that the 
“war cannot be won unless the 
government is willing and pre- 
pared to take hold of the entire 
industrial machine and mobilize it 
to one end only—the all-out pro- 
secution and winning of the war.” 
A natural resources mobilization 
act would give the federal govern- 
ment authority to conscript mone- 
tary and industrial power as well as 
manpower, Mr. Douglas told a 
public meeting. Unless conscription 
cr wealth and industry was enforced 
as well as manpower, any such act 
would constitute a poor man’s con- 
scription bill and would be op- 
posed by the C.C.F. 


BEAR EQUAL BURDENS 


Mr. Douglas contended that war 
burdens must be borne equally if 
the morale of the people is to be 
maintained. If the common people 
saw that the wealthy and powerful 
were not bearing the burden in re- 
lation to their capacity to do so, the 
nation would be undermined and 
placed in the same position as the 
French. He believed the latter had 
not been defeated in battle but had 
been beaten when their morale was 
shattered by indecisive leadership. 


The Saskatchewan member of 
parliament urged prosecution of the 
war on every front where tyranny 
and dictatorship appear, whether at 
home or abroad, It was the duty of 
Canadians to get behind every de- 
mocratic movement, in an effort to 
Letter living conditions, whether 
those movements were educational, 
economic or political. Canada must 
take care that in winning the war, 
she did not lose the peace. 

Other speakers at the meeting 
were Mettie L. Mawers, elected Fri- 
day to the presidency of the Sas- 
katchewan section of the Co-opera- 
tive Commonwealth Youth Move- 
ment, and H. Brockelbank, M.L.A., 
leader of the opposition in the Sas- 
katchewan legislature. 


Vancouver Airman 
Killed In Crash 
Near High River 


CALGARY, July 19. —(CP)— 
LAC. F. F. S. Oldham of Vancouver, 
student at the High River, Alta. 
elementary flying training school 
of the Royal Canadian Air Force, 
was killed Friday night when the 
Tiger Moth plane he was flying 
crashed 10 miles east of the school. 

Officials of the school, said the 
plane was engaged in a routine solo 
flight and an official inquiry would 
be held by the R.C.A.F.

Plaque Located 


Near Cowley Is 
Replica, Stated 


OTTAWA, July 19.—(CP)—Na- 
tional archives officials disclosed 
Friday “with disappointment” that 
a small lead plaque found near 
Cowley, Alta, was not an original 
memento of the explorations of 
La Verendrye and his sons in the 
west 200 years ago. 

Only one genuine plaque left by 
a member of the La Verendrye ex- 
peditions to show that Frenchmen 
had reached the western prairies 
has been found asd this was picked 
up in 1913 at Fort St. Pierre near 
Pierre, S.D. 

The genuine plaque now is in 
the United States, and Dr. Gustave 
Lanctot, Dominion archivist, said 
it had long been hoped a genuine 
La Verendrye plaque would be 
found in Western Canada to provide 
a further clue to héw far west the 
explorer or his sons actually pene- 
trated, 


THOROUGHLY EXAMINED 

The Cowley plaque was sent to 
the Dominion archives several years 
ago and a thorough examination has 
been made, Dr. Lanctot said. 

These studies have placed the 
Plaque in the same category as 
others which have raised the hopes 
of historians and then caused them 
disappointment. 

Following the discovery of the 
genuine plaque at Fort St. Pierre, 
a United States railway company 
had coples made and distributed 
them. <A_ considerable number 
found their way into Canada and 
after lying untouched for years 
were examined by persons who did 
not know how they were obtained 
and naturally believed they were 
se, Rietie importance, Dr. Lanctot 
said.

SHANGHAI—(By Clipper) —(CDN) Hopes are fading in 
Tokyo that the China war can be erased from the Japanese 
slate as a preliminary to possible Japanese participation in 


the world conflict. 

Japanese are coming more and 
more to realize that if they are to 
join in the larger struggie they 
must do so with the China mill- 
Stone still dragging from their 
neck- 

Japanese observers never grow 
tired of predicting that the col- 
lapse of Chinese resistance is just 
around the corner. Recently, their 
hopes were buoyed again by reports 
of impeding civil war, economic 
disaster and the “biggest Japanese 
military success since the capture of 
Hankow.” 


DREARY COURSE 

But the anticipated Chinese 
breakdown remains as hypothetical 
as ever. The China war pursues its 
Greary course. 
‘China's ruling party) 


The Kuomintang 
and the 


Communists continue to bicker but 
fail to fall apart. Moreover, the 
Japanese “annihilation operations” 
against Chinese armies in Southern 
Shansi province, North China, have 
created little more than a ripple in 
the general war picture. 

Japanese war strategy in China 
ig puzzifng to foreign military ex- 
perts. Neutral observers fail to see 
how Japan can hope to obtain an 
early decision simply by tightening 
the blockade, striking at troop con- 
centrations far from the main 
Chinese bases, and bombing Chung- 
king (capital of Free China) into 
dust. It is pointed out that while 
these tactics may have a weakening 
effect, they cannot be decisive un- 
less accompanied by a deep thrust 
into China's vitals—a move which 
the Japanese seem unwilling to at- 
tempt for the present. 


SERIOUS POTENTIALITIES 

There were serious potentialities 
in the big Japanese enveloping op- 
eration in the mountains of South- 
ern Shansj province. Nearly 200,000 
Chinese troops were concentrated in 
that area and they were an effective 
threat to any Japanese attempt to 
cross the Yellow River and march 
en Sainfu, the Soviet supply road or 
even Chungking. The Japanese 
claim to have dispersed or slaught- 
cred the greater part of the South 
Shansi army and to have captured 
or killed several Chinese generals, 
Chungking says the Japanese claims 
ere exaggerated but admits with- 
arawal of its armies from the strat- 
egic Chungtiao mountains. 

Chinese and fore!gn mil¥ary ob- 
servers anticipated that the Jap- 
anese would immediately follow 
up their Shansi successes (which 
are alleged to have been accom- 
Plished with reinforcements from 
Manchukuo) by striking across 
the Yellow River. Bat much to 
Chinese relief, the Japanese seem- 
ed content to stay in Shansi, The 
bigger and vastly more dangerous 
move may yet come, but there is 
so far no sign of it. The military 
picture is settling again into a 
State of stagnation. 

According to a Chinese com- 
munique the big Japanese offensive 
in Shansi, which was given such 
sensational publicity in Japan, was 
the 14th “mopping up” operations 
the Japanese have conducted in that 
trea since the beginning of the war 
Uuless the Japanes leave garrisons 
in the conquered mountain range to 
hold their gains, they may even. 
tually have to stage a 15th cam- 
paign. For past experience shows 
that the Chinese usually filter back 
into their old positions. 


NO DECISIVE EFFECT 

Difficult to understand, also, is 
the indiscriminate Japanese aerial 
attacks on Chungking. Though ob- 
viously designed to wear down 
Chinese morale, visitors to Chung- 
king testify that the results are 
scarcely comparable to the expense 
in gasoline and explosives. Obsery- 
ers believe that the bombing of 
Chungking will have no decisive ef- 
fect on the war as Jong as it is not 
followed up by invading armies. 


‘Wood Asserts 


F.D.R. Intended

SALT LAKE CITY, July 19— 
(AP)—Robert E, Wood, national 
chairman of the America First com- 
mittee, told interviewers yesterday: 

“Tl have confidential information 
which I received just this morning 
that President Roosevelt intended 
to take over Dakar, Cape Verde and 
the Azores just as he took over 
Iceland, but army officials stepped 
in and prevented the occupation.

and self-sufficient to be immune 
from much more indirect effect of 
Japanese occupation and puppet 
tule than the bulk ot Free China. 

8. Between 132,000,000 and 142,- 
000,000 Chinese, say 32.2 per cent of 
fhe total population, are free from 
Girect Japanese or puppet rule but 
tre living in nominally occupied 
territories which are somewhat 
hampered in their normal contacts 
with the main body of Free China 
by intervening positions of Japanese 
eccupation. 

4. Only between 37,000,000 and 
42,000,000 Chinese, say 9.4 per cent 
of the total population, are living 
under moderately effective enemy 
aud/or puppet control.”

Where Columbus Landed 


A huge beacon, to light sea and 
air travellers, is to be the New 
World's memorial to its discoverer, 
Christopher Columbus, under a pro- 
ject sponsored by the 21 republics 
of the Pan American Union. Tne 
projected lighthouse is to be built in 
the Dominican Republic, which Co- 
lumbus knew as Hispaniola, and 
where he established the cen‘er of 
Spanish colonization in America. 

Five stamp issues of the Domini- 
can Republic have, advertised the 
project Official stamps issued in 
1928 and 1937 showed suggested de- 
signs. A 1937 airmail also pictured 
the lighthouse. Most recen! of the 
lighthouse stamps were the New 
York World's Fair commemorative, 
above, and airmail, which pic‘ured 
the lighthouse with the Trylon and 
Perisphere. 

Under present plans, the project 
will include not only the lighthouse 
but also an airport, museum and 
Columbus library.

“Indeed, for sheer efficiency’ as 
a liar, Hitler stands alone in his- 
tory. On every occasion in the 
past he has used the lie as a de- 
liberate weapon and as a cloak 
for action. That weapon, at any 
rate, we are determined he shall 
not use against the British Com- 
monwealth of Nations... . 

“But apart from those weapons 
which are familiar to you ail, the 
tank, the airplane and the lie, he 
has yet another.

Edmonton's last war-time Fair 
winds up today. Judged by the stand- 
ards of attendance and evident public 
interest it has been a highly success- 
ful event. The grounds have heen well 
filled every day, the exhibits have drawn 
throngs of visitors, and the entertain- 
ment features proved their popularity 
by the crowded midway and the few 
empty seats in the grandstand. 

The Fair suffered in prestige; and 
no doubt in patronage, from the ab- 
sence of the usual stock show. It was 
obvious that something was _ lacking, 
something of vital importance to an 
agricultural exhibition in this part of 
Canada. The display of stock has been 
a front-rank feature of Edmonton's Fair 
throughout its history. When the war 
ends and another Fair can be held, the 
stock show must come back, “bigger 
and better” than ever. 

Those who have not yet visited the 

unds should make a point of getting 

before the gates close tonight. It is 
a Fair well worth seeing, and no one 
knows when Edmonton will have an- 
other. 


Tourists And Gasoline 


While no protests have been raised 
against the appeal to motorists to waste 
less gasoline—excepting Premier Hep- 
burn’s observation that he has no faith 
in voluntary self-denial—fears are wide- 
ly expressed that the prohibition of 
saleg during evenings and on Sundays 
may inconvenience tourists and curtail 
the traffic. 

That is very possible. But suppos- 
ing it does? The tourists and the tour- 
ist traffic. would fare worse if no re- 
strictions were imposed and the unnec- 
essary use of the fuel went on as usual. 
That would lead inevitably to the clamp- 
ing on of an iron-clad rationing system, 
for there isn’t enough available gasoline 
to go round and the supplies to Britain 
must be kept up whatever happens to 
home consumption—in Canada or the 
United States. 

There is one way, however, by which 
the inconvenience to tourists can be 
minimized or avoided. If everybody 
else stops using gasoline for pleasure 
driving, there will be enough obtainable 
for tourists, and regulations can be 
framed to accommodate them. As mat- 
ters stand, every time some one refuses 
to fill up the tank for joy-riding pur- 
poses, he leaves that many gallons on 
the market for the use of a tourist.

Cutting Down The Supplies 


In ten days up to Wednesday last 
R.A.F. planes sank or put out of ser- 
56 German vessqs, totalling 200,- 
tons. In the past month planes 


and submarines sank 85 Axis ships, and 
in addition damaged some which pre- 
sumably reached port but will be laid 
up for a time for repairs. 

The tonnage represented by the 
month’s sinkings is not given. As 
many of these were transports carrying 
supplies from Italy to Libya they were 
probably sizable vessels. Those sunk 
during the last ten days averaged up- 
wards of 4,000 tons each, These were 
not small coasting steamers or fishing 
schooners. They were medium-sized 
freighters, or the equivalent in carry- 
ing capacity. 

This is more than usually important 
at the present juncture. Railway junc- 
tions in the western German industrial 
region are in many cases now only 
jungles of crumpled masonry and twist- 
ed steel, and the number of such is in- 
creasing every day. Railway transport 
from that great munitions-producin 
area is being systematically put out o 
business. More reliance must therefore 
be placed upon water transport, on 
rivers and in coastal waters, both for 
the carriage of war supplies and civilian 
goods. f 
This may be supposed to be the rea- 
son the R.A.F. has been giving close at- 
tention in recent weeks to German 
ships in the Channel and the North Sea, 
as well as to docks and harbor works of 
all kinds. This is another step in the 
process of paralyzing the means by 
which munitions can be moved, fac- 
tories kept supplied with materials, and 
workmen with food, Herr Goebbels 
will have to talk fast to keep the popu- 
lace of the Rhineland thinking the 
bombers are not doing any seridus dam- 
age to the war machine. 

Having encountered Mr. Ickes, Col. 
Lindbergh now seems to wonder wheth- 
er he too may not have started a blitz- 
krieg at the wrong time or in a wrong 
direction or in a wrong way. 


Lord Woolton says Britons are not 
only fit, but fitter than they were in 
peace days. Fewer of them suffer from 
malnutrition under the rationing sys- 
tem. The poor get more food, and the 
foolish have to eat what is good for 
them instead of what tickles the palate. 


It isn’t exactly a cooling thought, 
still there is some appeasement in know- 
ing that the heat “wave” has not hit 
Edmonton only or hardest. It has been 
surging along the coast from California 
to Alaska for a week, while Peace River 
and Medicine Hat openly admit 99 de- 
grees in the shade. That makes Edmon- 
ton’s maximum 94 degrees look a bit 
more moderate than it felt. 


In New York there is an organization - 


known as the American Peace Mobiliza- 
tion. It has been one of the most active 
groups opposing United States aid to 
Britain. But not any more. When the 
Axis attacked Russia the Mobilization 
promptly reversed direction and is now 
plugging to beat the band for all-out 
aid to every country fighting the Axig.

Political Consequences Of Pact With Russia Tremendous 


Hitler’s Invasion Is Significantly * 


Similar to That of First 
Napoleon

In the outright military alliance be- 
tween Great Britain and Russia, preclud- 
ing a separate peace, Hitler has suffered 
his second miler political defeat, and 
Britain is again pursuing politics in the 
gtand manner of her greatest days, 

What does Hitler hope for from his in- 
vasion of Russia? Let us ask another ques- 
tion: What did Napoleon 
hope for from his inva- 
sion of Russia? The par- 
allels are amazing. 

Napoleon marched into 
Russia because he could 
not get a peace with Eng- 
land that would leave 
him in possession of the

Dorothy vasion of England. 

Thompson In 1807 Napoleon had 

a non-aggression pact with Tsar Alexander 
of Russia, who was called a traitor by 
Napoleon's opponents—particularly by 
Prussia, which was the France of. those 
days. In 1812 Napoleon tried to persuade 
Alexander to change the non-aggression 
act into an active alliance against Eng- 
and, while England tried to get the Tsar 
into an alljance against Napoleon. Both 
failed. The Tsar was willing to maintain 
a benevolent neutrality toward Napoleon 
but not to join him against England. 

So Napoleon invaded Russia in order 
te force her into an alliance against Bri- 
tain. But instead Tsar Alexander made 
an alliance with England against the 
aggressor and breaker of the non-aggres- 
sion pact, and with a promise of no separ- 
ate peace.

apoleon's campaign and ‘were finally 
aided by Russia’s natural allies, the 
weather, Napoleon in retreating had to 
battle the armies and the population that 
he thought he had conquered. His end 
came in the west but the beginning of that 
€nd came in Russia. 

That Hitler's armies will break through 
the Stalin Line seems altogether likely. 
But that the effect of this Russian cam- 
paign is terrible for German morale, no 
one who has even an inkling of the inter- 
nal situation in Germany can doubt. The 
Russian-German pact was the most popu- 
lar achievement of Hitler and Ribbentrop. 

War Is Hated 

The German masses, like all masses 
everywhere in the world, hate the war. 
Hitler promised them first that there 
would be no war—that everything would 
be accomplished by bloodless victories. 
Then he promised them that the tactics of 
the blitzkrieg would mean victory with 
very little bloodshed. He promised them 
that no air raids would devastate Germany. 
He promised them that they would not 
have a two-front war. Now German youth 
are dying like flies in Minsk and Pinsk and 
other places where no German in his right 
mind ever wishéi to go, while German 
cities are being bombed. 

Furthermore, the whole revolutionary 
elan has gone out of Hitler's war. Intel- 
lectuals in Germany, who were not Nazis, 
were arguing until this war began, that 
Hitler was only an incident, that the world 
was moving towards Socialism, and that 
the two great revolutionary powers were 
combined against the static reactionism of 
England. 

The German and Italian short-wave 
broadcasting reveals that the political and 
propaganda line of the war has been lost.

An Italian broadcaster the other night 
warned England that the Atlantic had be- 
come an American lake, and that America 
was preparing to stab England in the 
back from Iceland!

In the United States, the country Hitler 
most wishes to impress, the Holy crusade is 
a dud of duds, as the Gallup poll of last 
Sunday reveals. Seventy-two per cent of 
people of all income groups want Russia to 
win against Germany—and for the most 
simple and unideological: common sense 
reason: “Russia is not imperialistic but 
Germany is. Russia even if she won would 
not menace the United States, whereas 
Germany probably would.” 

In all European countries only those 
whose own minds have been completely 
confused from the beginning can be rallied 
to raise volunteers for Hitler's new war. 
For instance, Marce] Deat, the left-wing, 
pacifist, politician and journalist, who re- 
minds one strongly of Norman Thomas, 
was isolationist toward Czecho-Slovakia 
and Poland, and wrote the famous article 
in August, 1939, “Why Die for Danzig?” 
Deat, who contributed to the defeatism and 
internal division of France, is now reported 
to be trying to get volunteers for the cru- 
sade against Russia. The pacifist who 
would not fight for France and her allies, 
is now prepared to fight for Hitler! And 
this is exactly as it inevitably must be, be- 
oause in this struggle everybody eventually 
has to take sides, 


Political Results 


The political consequences of this 
alliance are no less important than the 
military, It is true, in the most profound 
sense, that England is the most conserva- 
tive nation on earth.

Matsuoka is succeeded in the foreign 
office by Admiral Toyodo, whose foreign 
policy is said to be little known. It is 
darkly significant, however, that a navy 
man rather than an army man occupies 
this post. 

The army, because of its blunders in 
China, is not in high repute in Japan. The 
navy, because it has pulled the army out 
of so many tight holes, enjoys great popu- 
larity. 

Admiral Toyodo, then, will be regard- 
ed, not only as a fighting man, but as an 
efficient and capable fighting man. 

With the effective, aristocratic, British- 
type navy at the helm of foreign affairs, 
Japan probably means business this time. 

It al] looks very much as though, at last, 
she proposes to fight. 

Signs and Portents 


There are many other signs and por- 
tents of Japan's belligerent intentions. 

Business circles in Shanghai, for in- 
stance, were deeply concerned, yesterday, 
over action taken by the Shanghai branch 
of the Yokohama Specie Bank. 

The bank disposed of between six and 
seven million dollars in United States 
dollar credits. Some of this money be- 
longed to the Japanese-sponsored Chinese 
Tegime in Nanking. 

It was believed by many that the action 
was taken because of Japanese fears that 
the United States would freeze Japanese 
credits in the event of a Japanese military 
expansion either northward or southward. 

Japan would hardly have taken this 
step, it was thought, if her conscience were 


| clear and her intentions immaculate. 


Washington appeared Jast night to have 
little doubt that something was brewing in 
Tokyo. There was an undertone of anger 
and impatience in every Washington state- 


| ment, bearing on the situation, yesterday. 


Apprehension, too, was high in French 
Indo-China.

If Japan is planning to throw her 
weight into the present struggle, does she 
intend to move north or south? 

Will she attack the seacoast provinces 
of Siberian Russia, or will she drive down 
into Indo-China and Thailand and estab- 


| lish bases there for the subsequent occupa- 


tion of the rich East Indies? 

There are circumstances that indicate 
both possibilities, 

For instance, she was suspiciously upset 
about the Russian announcement that the 
upper Pacific coastline had been mined hy 
the Soviets. She protested this act vigor- 
ously. 

If Japan intended to keep within her 
own waters and shipping lanes and mind 
her own business, how could the mining 
of these areas possibly affect her interests? 

Hitler ig said to have intimated to Japan 
that he wants her to strike southward and 
leave the Russians alone for the moment 
because Japan's function is to bedeyij tne 
United States. The Americans, he believes, 
would be forced to fight Japan if the latter 
attacked in the middle or lower Pacific, 
while an assault on Siberia would leave 
the United States indifferent. 

There is material, here, for a first class 
dispute between Hitler and his little brown 
stooges. 

Japan may insist on sharpening her 
teeth on the skeleton Siberian garrisons

Follow the Loot 


There is absolutely no doubt, hewever,

when victorious will draw from the revo- 
lutions of these times, those elements 
necessary for progress in the twentieth 
century. The peoples of continental 
Europe are more in danger of lapsing into 
black reaction of a static variety than into 
a Communist revolution, for the people of 
Europe are sick and tired of revolution and 
war, and want peace and quiet. 

Out of the Axis - Britain - Russia - the 
United States-China can come the middle 
way, And Mr. Roosevelt's prophecy made 
in his inaugural address, will, I believe, 
come true: that neither Communism nor 
Nazism but progressive Democracy is the 
wave of the future.

A MIRROR FOR CALIFORNIA. By 
Oliver Carlson, McClelland and Stewart. 

To the abundant literature about Cali- 
fornia, Mr. Carlson adds this book, in 
which he writes ef the character of Cali- 
fornians during the last decade, and tries 
to tell “why they are what they are.” Cer- 
tainly no state in the Union has caused so 
much heated discussion. To jaundiced 
eyes this vast luxuriant paradise, our last 
frontier, contains more mild lunatics, more 
economic fantasies, more unnecessary 
hunger, more labor violence, more lustful 
rodomontade, than any equal number of 
square miles on the surface of the earth; 
to others it is the land of promise, the final 
paradise for perfected man. The truth, as 
usual, lies somewhere between, and the 
author after a dash of California's past, 
tells the reader of the various aspects that 
go to make up this appalling and wonder- 
ful state. Beyond its labor wars, its Okies 
and Arkies, its political revolutions, the 
prodigious wealth it showers on a few, the 
empty stomachs of its agricultural slaves, 
and its middle-aged pensioners, its palaces 
and tin-can camps, he shows an imperial 
State that is inventing a new destiny for 
itself and perhaps for all of America. 


THE DRAGON STIRS. By Henry 
Francis Misselwitz. Harbinger House. 

The author was a correspondent for the 
New York Times and the United Press 
during the confused and bloody years in 
China of the Kuomintang revolution. His 
book ig an account of his personal adven- 
tureés and his conclusions about the imme- 
diate future of China. While the events 
of which he writes made the headlines 
around the world, the epic story of the 
¢haos in China between what is historically 
known as the “Nanking incident” to the 
Japanese invasion presents today only a 
blurred and chaotic memory to indifferent 
American readers, yet these events were 
the struggles of a chained giant awakening 
to its destiny? Mr. Misselwitz’s conclusions 
will be resisted strenuously by many in- 
formed observers.

N my first article in this series I 

pointed out that town planning 
must now be considered as part of 
the art and science of the culture 
of cities, that it is at root a social 
question md that its purpose is the 
well-being of all citizens in so far 
as that is affected by their physical 
furroundings; and it is profoundly 
affected by these. This is nowhere 
more evident than in the nature of 
the housing conditions of that large 
ciass of persons who live on a fam- 


fiy income of less than a hundred | 


dollars a month, raising a family. 
These form the essential working 
basis of society. 

It must therefore be asked, !s this 
class housed in such a way as to 
cultivate progressively their bodily 
end mental health and develop- 
ment? To answer this question in 
fulness and truth the method of pro- 
cedure described in my fifth article 
must be followed—that of system- 
Stic survey, diagnosis, plan, execu- 
tion and maintensnce. A thorough 
survey would tell how many have 
not adequate housing. We must have 
this definite knowledge before we 
can plan to adjust matters. 


MANY PUZZLED 

The present federal census has 
puzzled many with the apparently 
etrange questions asked. A number 
of these questions seek for just such 
knowledge as is necessary in this 


matter. The federal government is | 


Blive to the necessities of the case 
tut until each city is at least equally 
tlive there can be no clear survey 
of the situation. The fact is that the 
imadequate housing of the poorer 
citizens of our large cities is the 
scandal of our democratic civiliza- 
tion. The dictators have, in this mat- 
ter, been wiser in their generation 
than the children of light. For their 
self interest they have housed their 


poorer workers better. Here is in- | 


ceed a problem for social recon- 
etruction. 

It is of special importance to 
know how all children are housed 
since the children constitute one- 
third of the population and are the 
citizens of the future. A genuine 
turvey implies that all information 
be clearly tabulated and charted 
and that the tables and charts be 
kept up from yéar to yerr and 
he'd In the eye of the public.

REASONABLE MINIMUM 

As the result of practical experi- 
ence it has been found that about 
one twelfth of an acre is a reason- 
able minimum area of land for the 
small cottage home, sufficient to 
give a garden im which vegetables 
may be grown to the definite bene- 
fit of the food supply. This area 
represents a site of 33 feet of front- 
ége 110 feet deep that is to say 22 
feet less in depth than the typical 
Edmonton suburban lot. The house 
itself is only half the home. The 
garden and farther environments 
are its essential complement. There 
|must be available adjacent play 
piaces for children of various ages 
end, of course, such facilities as 
schools, libraries, churches, meeting 
halls and local business centres. 


As regards the houses them- 
selves, there should, naturally, be 
accommodation sulted to the sise 
of the family with not more than 
twe persons te a bedroom. proper 
sanitary conveniences, ventilation 
and heating. There should be 
Space.for meals, for werk, for play, 
fof study. Such are some ef the 
| ideals that must be applied te the 
diagnosis of the situation. On these 
| the plans for the future and their 
execution must be based. 
| It may give some definite idea pf 
| the difficulty of the question to con- 
sider a case based on ordinary 
| methods of financing. A six-roomed 
|house generally consists of three 
| bedrooms, a dining room, sitting 
| room and a bathroom. Such a house, 
| suited for at most six persons, may 
jbe built by contract for around 
$5,400 and the land may cost $200. 
| What annual expense will this in- 
| volve? Suppose that a loan may be | 
| got at five per cent. Then the annual | 
expenses to be met are: Interest on 
loan of $3,600 at 5 per cent. will be 
$180. City taxes at 52 mills, say $100; 
| repairs, insurance, etc, at 5 per 
| cent. on $3,400 will be $170. Total 
| annual expense $450, monthly $37.50 


| OTHER EXPENSES 
Now let us consider the other | 
| expenses of a family of six persons. 
| These will include such individual | 
| expenses as food, clothing, care of 
| bealth, recreation, transportation | 
and education and such general 
| household itcg's as fuel, light, house- 
| keeping and entertainment. A mod- 
erate estimate for these for a fam- 
ily of six will be $120 per month. 
| This means a total family expense

Whenever an actual person, living 
or dead, is to be represented on the 
s&creen—and no matter in how hon- 
est or favorable a light—studios 
have found that it's safer to secure 
and pay for signed authorization 
from the individual or his~heirs. 

That brings us to the hero hunt 
preliminary to the filming of “Ser- 
geant York.” It seems that Alvin 
York wasn’t alone on his epic ad- 
venture in the Argonne Forest in 
1918; he was one of a detail of 
men, 10 of whom still live. Warner 
Brothers wanted to be able to iden- 
tify those men, so the campany sent 
its location manager, Bill Guthrie, 
to find them. 

The trip covered more than 
10.000 miles, required weeks of 
searching, and cost as much as the 
complete production of some motion 
pictures, but I also like the story for 
the things that Guthrie found. 


HULL ON THE LINE 

As a warm-up chore, he first 
went after and signed these men: 
Secretary of State Cordell Hull; 
Gen. John J. Pershing; E. C. Dan- 
forth, Augusta, Ga., insurance man 
and formerly York's company com- 
mander; J, M. Tillman, York's regi- 
mental colonel, who now raises Or- 
anges at Lake Wales, Fla; Col. 
George Buxton, of Providence, RI, 
who as a major commanded York's 
battalion. 

They were a cinch. Guthrie then 
sought York's non-commissioned 
comrades.

Also in Little Italy, Guthrie found 
Michael Saccini, porter in a barber 
shop, In Philadelphia at the edge 


of the city dump, he met, signed and 
paid cheerful George Wills, who had 
been living by salvaging bits of 
metal from the refuse. Up in Buf- 
falo, he traced down Feodor Sok, 
content and comfortable in a vet- 
erans’ CCC camp. 

I'm going to withhold the name 
of the tenth hero and the Texas 
town where he lives in a one- 
room shack. When Bill Guthrie 
knocked and was told to come in, 
he entered and saw only the man's 
eyes. Even in the gloom of the 
place, the host hid behind a cur- 
tain. Maybe he was naturally shy. 
Possibly he was a war-ravaged mon- 
strosity.

IGH summer with its hot, cloud- 

less days is upon us, and we 
are watering the garden, with due 
respect to Saanich regulations. 
There are some hours in which no 
tap may run. But the hours of 
darkness are unrestricted, and so 
the short nights carry the pleasant 
sound of running 
water as the tiny 
streams go down 
the gladiolus rows 
and circle around 
the rose bushes. 
Tap streams must 
not be allowed to 
dig holes in the 
ground, and so 
various means are 
taken to prevent 
this. In one neat rea 
garden I saw pink Nelile McClung 
shells used for this purpose. We 
have old pails, whose worn bottoms 
are covered with gravel, and the 
streams come out through the holes 
that time has made. The birds are 
happy over all this irrigation, and I 
am sure the swallows are tempted 
to build new houses, not to waste 
all this good mud. 

These are times of strange hap- 
penings when many of the old catch 
words are failing. But some things 
remain, and there are still happy 
surprises. From the radio came the 
news that last Sunday churches in 
Moscow were crowded, for, as Mr. 
Churchill. said in his great speech 
on the day war was declared, “In 
the time when loved ones are in 
danger, everyone prays.” There is 
still a Refuge for the soul to which 
people turn in their sore need, and 
no system of government can en- 
tirely stifle man’s cry to God. 


COURAGE AND STRENGTH 

There is a young woman in Lon- 
don who drives a car through the 
devastated streets; it is not an am- 
bulance tc pick up the wounded, 
but a death car to pick up the dead.

courage afid strength. 

China wins the admiration of the 
world with its staunch resistance to 
a ruthless foe, superior in arms and 
equipment. In all these long years 
of destruction the Chinese spirit has 
not wavered, and we know that 
much of this bravery is due to Gen- 
eral Chiang Kai-Shek and his wife. 
In the little book called “My Relig- 
ion,” which she wrote for her own 
people, she tells that, early in life 
she accepted God's will as her own, 
and gave herself to fulfil) it’ “I 
used to pray,” she writes, “that God 
would do this or that for me. Now 
I pray that God will make His will 
known to me. Despair and des- 
pondency are not mine today. Ex- 
posed to danger, I am not afraid. I 
know that nothing can happen to 
the General or to me until our work 
is done. After that, what does it 
matter?” These are strong words 
from the field of battle which 
should strengthen the weak arm 
and confirm the feeble knees. 


NO CHOSEN PEOPLE : 

The faith of the Christian shines 
more brightly when all around is 
dark, and the great need of this 
present troubled time, when men's 
hearts are failing them for fear, is 
for that unwavering Christian faith 


came to preach liberty to the cap- 
tive, and bring light to those who 
sit in darkness.

PATTERN FOR LIVING 

But in spite of all these failings of 
ours, Christianity does make a clear 
pattern for living and does give 
people a sense of right and wrong. 
We may not always choose the right, 
but we certainly know it. The tra- 
gedy of Nazi Germany is that their 
sense of right and wrong has been 
entirely wiped out. 

William L. Shirer, in his book 
“Berlin Diary,” tells something 
about how this poison works on the 
German people. He tells of a 
mother who was notified of the| 
death of her son in an air raid over 
England, but subsequently the news 
came over the BBC that he was safe 
in a prison camp. Of course, Ger- 
mans are forbidden to listen to for- 
eign news, but some of the brave 
ones do it anyway. Several of the 
bereaved mother's friends heard the 
good news of the boy’s safety and 
hastened to tell her, and you would 
suppose she was grateful and hap- 
py to receive the news. Happy she 
may have been, but certainly not 
grateful. She informed the Ges- 
tapo, and the bearers of the good 
tidings were arrested. Mr. Shirer 
was not allowed to tell this story in 
his broadcast from Berlin. The cen- 
sors took it out, saying, Americans 
would not understand the mother's 
heroism. ’ 

This is too nice a day to think of 
these things. A cool wind is blow- 
ing in from the sea, fragrant with 
the breath of the regal lilies. We 
have many things to cheer us here 
in Canada, the success of the Loan, 
the multiple war efforts, people 
giving their holiday money to the 
Red Cross, and their good clothes 
for Bundles to Britain. Remember 
that—their good clothes! Canada is 
working, paying and praying. We 
know what the issues are and we 
are ready to cut down on our bacon 
and anything else that will help our 
brave defenders overseas. We be- | 
lieve in the honesty and good faith | 
of our leaders.

End Of Season 


Many folks who like to tickle 
their appetites with zesty B.C. Lam- 
bert and Bing Cherries may be out 
of luck—unless they buy up these | 
little fruits right away. That's the 
gentle admonition coming from fruii 
crowers in Okanagan Valley, B.C. 
where more than one-third of Can- 
aaa’s total cherry crop is normally 
grown. 

BC. Bing cherries — the well- 
known black and juicy variety—are 
just about at the end of their sea- 
son Now. But this year’s luscious 
B.C. Lamberts will be on sale at 
fruit stores for a short time yet, 
since the sweet and ruddy Lambert 
cherries have a season that lasts a 
little longer than the others, 


Growers say that the reason for 
this year's very short “cherry-time” 
lies in the small crops that came | 
fiom the orchards. At first a banner | 
stason for cherries seemed to be in| 
store, but heavy rains expanded the 
fruit so quickly that many of the 
cherries burst on the trees before 
ripening. The result is a much 
emaller cherry crap this year... 
but very juicy in return, The B.C 
Lambert and Bing cherries that did 
ripen are extra sweet and juicy, 
filled with all the goodness of the 
Okanagan Valley's mountain rains 
and sunshine. 

This shortage of B.C. cherries will 
mean that housewives will be snat- 
ching up the balance of the luscious 
little fruits as quickly as possible. 
Cherries put up for the winter 
months, in jams, jellies and pre- 
serves, make thrifty and tasty des- 
serts when fresh fruit is scarce.

However, all 
other parties wishing to deal in 
wheat will have to make applica- 
tion to the Canadian Wheat Board 
in Winnipeg. These parties are 
asked to set forth full particulars of 
their business in their application 
And they are asked to make appli- 
cation as soon as possible because 
no purchases or deliveries of wheat 
may be made until authority is re- 
ceived by the board.

Air mail letters from Germany are now a rarity in Canada, but the Canadian Red Cross 
Society received one recently from a British brigadier who is a prisoner-of-war in an 
enemy internment camp. The letter acknowledges receipt of 342 parcels of food by Bri- 
tish soldiers in Oflag VII C. This gives positive proof that Red Cross food boxes are 
reaching the right hands. Red Cross officials were particularly gratified that these 
gifts from Canada had gone to Oflag VII C which is one of the German prison camps 
about which officials have had much to complain. The Canadian Red Cross is shipping 
10,000 food boxes each week to British prisoners in Germany. Each box contains a re- 
turn post card which the recipient is obliged to fill in and return. To date the Canadian 
Society has received more than 1,000 of these cards from British soldiers held by enemy.

New information received Satur- 
day on the drowning of five chil- 
dren, ranging in age from 2 to 13 
at a slough near Goodfish Lake, | 
Alta. 108 miles northeast of Ed- 
monton, Friday indicated that an 
additional five children were 
saved, 

The dead childrén are. Kathleen, 
13, Cecile, 8, Eddie, 6, and Antone 
Schmelyk, 4, and Nancy Melnychuk, 
10. The Schmelyk children are sons 
and daughters of Mr. and Mrs. Steve 
Schmelyk, Goodfish district farm- 
ers. The victims died in water 
only four or five feet deep when 
their home-made skiff became 
tangled in reeds in the slough. The 
skiff capsized while rescuers at-

Cpl. Rayment, R.C.M-P., left St. 
Paul early Friday with a coroner 
to investigate the tragedy. No re- 
port on their findings has been re- 
ceived, R.C.M.P. said Saturday 
morning. 

The Goodfish district is populated 
by several Ukrainian families, and 
a number of Indian trappers. The 
area is isolated and seldom visited 
by outsiders, R.C.M.P, stated.

SEATTLE, July 19—(AP)—Heat 
and fires have taken a toll of lives, 
timber and grain in the Pacffic 
Northwest, but the weatherman 
held out hope today of relief from 
blistering temperatures of the past 
week. 

In Oregon, nine deaths were at- 
tributed to the heat, four persons 
crowned and one was killed by 
lightning.
